The 
local  police  station  did  not  receive  any  reports  of  a UFO.  Cape 
Kennedy  did  not  laiunch  any  missiles  during  that  time  of  evening. 
Although  Sanford  Naval  Air  Station  had  aircraft  flying  that  night, 
ohe  Operations  Officer  doubted  if  inbound  or  landing  traffic  would 
have  any  of  their  aircraft  over  the  vicinity  of  Deland,  The  local 
airport  shutdown  operations  after  1600  hours  daily.
